T is a comforting indication of the health of the in- 
if dustry that the wave of pessimism of the recent past 

has flattened out and in its place is rising a wave 
of confident optimism. The signs of this are many. They 
are found not alone in the good business done at the box 
office during the Summer months but also in the pros- 
pects of current and forthcoming product. 

Even more than that a spirit of optimism has been 
manifested by distributors and exhibitors. A significant 
example of the former is the message of Paramount Pic- 
tures in an advertisement in this issue. ‘“Powercharged 
momentum has roared into our industry during recent 
months.” Paramount exclaims, “*The crowds are com- 
ing back!’ is the happy word from everywhere!” Point- 
ing to outstanding hits from its own studios and others 
in Hollywood, Paramount calls upon all showmen to con- 
tinue to match the producers’ enthusiasm and confidence 
with their own. 

A manifestation of the new and improved outlook of 
exhibitors was the fact that at the TOA Convention in 
open sessions and in lobby conversations between ex- 
hibitors there were no expressions of pessimism. Prob- 
lems of course still remain but a combination of good 
product and good showmanship in the broadest sense of 
the term insures the future well-being of the business. 


Dollars from Britain 


r | \HE prompt agreement reached in Washington by 
British Government officials and representatives 
of the American motion picture industry, together 

with subsequent ratification by the interested parties, 

is a healthful development. The spirit that animated the 
negotiations and their brevity in place of the expected 
protracted sessions, are good omens. 

It is understood that the negotiators on both sides 
are relatively well pleased. The basic annual remittance 
figure of $17,000,000 is unchanged. However, supple- 
mental millions earned or received by American com- 
panies as distributors through the Eady Plan impost on 
exhibitors are not to be remittable. The deal, of course, 
will be reexamined after a time in the light of Britain’s 
economic condition and the earnings of the American 
films there. It is hoped that within a year or so remit- 
tances may be increased and eventually all restrictions 
eliminated. 

The British Government has recognized—and it is 
hoped that the French Government will soon—that for- 
eign earnings are essential for the American motion pic- 
ture industry. Hollywood production cannot be sus- 
tained without them. On the other hand it is equally 
true that foreign earnings are of no direct benefit until 
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they can be remitted to this country and thus help pay 
their proportional share of the costs of making films. 
Furthermore it is essential to exhibition in Britain (and 
in every other country abroad outside the Iron Curtain) 
that American films be available. No motion picture 
industry abroad can prosper without them. 


Stars of Tomorrow 


N this week’s issue are published the results of the

This year the vote of the exhibitors of the United 
States and Canada put Miss Marilyn Monroe in first 
place by a substantial plurality.

On the basis of past 
experience Miss Monroe and the others selected by the 
showmen of the country have an excellent chance of be- 
coming enduring stars. The record proves that the men 
who feel the beat of the box office pulse know how to 
pick the Stars of Tomorrow. 


q Mr. Samuel Goldwyn, just back from a trip to 
Europe and looking ahead to the premiere in December 
of his latest film, ‘‘Hans Christian Andersen,” is full of 
confidence in the future of the industry. Not content to 
rest on his distinguished record embracing eighty-eight 
films since he became an independnt producer, Mr. 
Goldwyn is already at work planning the eighty-ninth. 
He not only invests his time and talent in his features 
but he backs them with huge sums of his own money. 
That type of confidence—matched with Mr. Goldwyn’s 
proved capacity for making superior attractions—is the 
best kind of guarantee for the future of the theatre and 
the industry. 


Q Once again skilled handling of the premiere of an 
outstanding attraction—in this case “The Snows of 
Kilimanjaro”—has demonstrated how much that type of 
promotion can do for the successful launching of a mo- 
tion picture. Unlike an auto manufacturer who has one 
new model every year or two a major film producer has 
a considerable number of important products to set upon 
the industry’s market annually. No single type of pro- 
motion can surpass the really gala premiere for setting 
the particular film in its rightful category. No event is 
so productive of press, radio and television attention. In 
the case of “Snows of Kilimanjaro” Mr. Charles Einfeld 
had an opportunity to add another impressive premiere 
to the many and varied ones he has supervised over the 
years. The “Einfeld touch” was clearly in evidence and a 
decided factor in achieving the auspicious opening.

> Television and motion pictures 
are definitely part of the new Rus- 
sian five-year plan, according to the 
agenda of the Russian Communist 
party, lately meeting in precedental 
deliberations, The official bureau- 
cratic, impersonal language goes 
like this: “The forthcoming five- 
year plan must materialize further 
developments of motion picture and 
television, must reorganize the the- 
atre circuits, must increase the num- 
ber of them by 25 per cent, and 
heighten the production of films.” 


> Canadian theatre managers are 
watching with alertness a trend 
towards nighttime shopping similar 
to that in the United States. Friday 
night is popular. Department stores 
in London and Hamilton, both in 
Ontario, are open that night. So are 
several in Montreal and St. Johns. 
Only in Toronto and Vancouver do 
the large stores maintain the old 
schedules. Showmen welcome the 
idea because it brings people out of 
their homes. 


P This looks like one of those things 
the journalists will be talking about 
for some time. Invitations have 
arrived at New York editorial desks 
for a “South American fiesta” next 
Tuesday night aboard the §S. S. 
Argentina, docked in New York. It 
will feature the premiere of 20th- 
Fox’s “Way of a Gaucho,” made in 
Argentina with Rory Calhoun and 
Gene Tierney; “actual gauchos”; 


New York Mayor Impellitteri, Ar- 
gentinian and Latin-American and 
UN notables; cocktails, dancing, a 
buffet dinner, a Latin-American 
fashion show, New York models as 
hostesses; and two round-trip tick- 
ets to Argentina as door prizes. Fur- 
thermore, says the release accom- 
panying the invitations: “Following 
the best South American custom, no 
windup hour has been set... .” 


> Saturday was to be the day 
Twentieth Century-Fox separates 
its exhibition from its production 
and distribution. By order and con- 
sent of the Government, a new 
company, National Theatres, is 
acquiring the interests of Twentieth 
Century-Fox Film Corp. in the com- 
mon stock of Wesco Theatres Corp. 
and the Roxy Theatre, New York. 
A new company, incorporated in 
Delaware as Twentieth Century-Fox 
Film Corp., is taking the assets of 
the present company of that name, 
which dissolves. Stock in both new 
companies goes to present stock- 
holders, one share in each new com- 
pany for one in the present firm. 


> The staff of the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee may de- 
cide to put together some back- 
ground on recent film imports made 
abroad by persons with Communist 
affiliations or sympathies. They 
point out, however, that a full com- 
mittee investigation would have to 
be decided on next January, when 
the new Congress is organized. 
Committee interest in the matter 
was aroused by a recent letter from 
Roy Brewer, chairman of the Hol- 
lywood AFL Film Council, asking 
the Committee to initiate legislation 
to ban these films.

Debbie Reynolds, Marge and Gower 
Champion, Mitzi Gaynor, Kim Hunter, Rock 
Hudson, Audie Murphy, David Wayne, 
Forrest Tucker and Danny Thomas foilow 
in that order. 

The Stars-of-Tomorrow poll is Motion 
Picture Herald’s mid-year companion- 
survey to its 21-year-old Money-Making 
Stars poll, the industry's oldest and un- 
animously accredited measure of talont 
values. Both polls are conducted by sealed- 
ballot direct-mail and present the aggre- 
gate findings of the nation's theatre oper- 
ators, independent and circuit, in close and 
constant contact with the cash customers.

This year's Number One Star-of-Tomor- 
row was voted into that position by the 
biggest margin any of the poll's leaders 
have achieved, and that includes the 1950 
win of the sensational Martin & Lewis. 
Since she's been out in fewer pictures, on 
the screen, than the Martin-Lewis duo had 
been before winning, the Monroe majority 
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must be attributed in considerable part to 
the prodigious promotional activities of 
some extremely able publicists, professional 
and volunteer, in her behalf. Among them, 
and with an assist now and then by their 
subject, they have advanced her to a posi- 
tion in public interest interpreted by the 
newspress as page 1—must. 


Was Ward of County 


Marilyn Monroe's contract employer, 
20th Century-Fox, says in an extraordinarily 
candid dossier on the young woman that 
her real name is Norma Jean Baker and 
she is 22 years old. As has been printed 
so often that everyone should know it by 
now, young Miss Baker became a ward of 
Los Angeles County in infancy and was 
placed in care of a succession of families 
during her childhood, winding up with a 
Mrs. E. Anne Lower as foster-mother and 
with a diploma from the Van Nuys, Cali- 
fornia, High School. The biography makes 
mention also of "a short-lived marriage 
which she prefers to forget’ (that was at 
15) but makes none of the calendar art 
published in "Life." 

The studio dossier says Miss Monroe is 
5 feet 5!/, inches, blonde-haired, blue-eyed 
and weighs 118. She faced her first cinema 
camera in 1947 in ''Scudda Hoo, Scudda 
Hay," but got edited out of the finished 
picture, and was first on the screen in 1949 
as the blonde chased by Harpo Marx in 
“Love Happy,” and in "A Ticket to Toma- 
hawk" later in the same year. Subsequent 
pictures: ‘Asphalt Jungle,’ “All About 
Eve," "As Young as You Feel," "Let's 
Make it Legal," “Love Nest," ‘Clash by 
Night,"" “Don't Bother to Knock," "O. 
Henry's Full House," "We're Not Married,” 
“Monkey Business,” ‘Niagara.’ 

Debbie Reynolds’ natal name is Mary 
Frances Reynolds. She is 5 feet |!/, inches, 
green-eyed (it says here), light brown-haired 
and weighs 100. She is 19—could be 20 at 
most—and she was Miss Burbank of 1948. 


Vusic Was Her Meat 


Miss Reynolds, born in El Paso, Texas, 
had lived in Burbank, where Warner Broth- 
ers pictures and Lockheed airplanes are the 
chief products, since she was eight years 
old. She had gone to Roosevelt Grammar 
schoo] and Burbank High School, failing 
to get a part in any of the school plays at 
either place, and music was her meat, 
although of unique variety. That is, she 
played French horn with the Burbank Youth 
Symphony Orchestra, doubling on bass 
viol, and twirled baton, surely a unique 
trio of attainments for a youngster headed 
toward film musicals. 

Miss Burbank of 1948 was spotted by a 
Warner talent scout and given a screen 
test which got her an assignment in "The 
Daughter of Rosie O'Grady." MGM 
thought well enough of her performance in 
that film to take her over for the type of 
sustained development which has worked 


MONROE, REYNOLDS 
LEAD IN CANADA 


Canadian showmen also 
picked Marilyn Monroe and 
Debbie Reynolds as the Stars of 
Tomorrow but they added sev- 
eral favorites of their own— 
Vichael Rennie in seventh place, 
Leslie Caron, ninth and Millard 
Vitchell, tenth—among the Top 
Ten. Mitzi Gaynor, fourth on 
the list of American exhibitors, 
ranks third in Canada where, as 
on the U. S. list, she is followed 
by Kim Hunter. Marge & Gower 
Champion, third in the Amer- 
ican poll, are pushed back to 
sixth place in the Canadian vot- 
ing which puts Danny Thomas 
in fifth place and David Wayne 
in eighth. Three members of 
the American Top Ten—Rock 
Hudson, Audie Murphy and For- 
rest Tucker—are absent from 
the Canadian list. 


out so well in so many other instances 
adown the years. Her first for MGM was 
"Three Little Words," and the others have 
been ''Two Weeks with Love,’ "Mr. Im- 
perium," “Singin' in the Rain," "Skirts 
Ahoy" and "I Love Melvin." 

Marge and Gower Champion are Mrs. 
and Mr. Champion, and each of tnem had 
a first rate dancing career going before 
they put them together to make one that 
seems destined to be greater than the sum 
of the two. Already third in the Stars-of- 
Tomorrow poll, on the strength of appear- 
ances in only four pictures, they would 
seem to have nowhere to go but up. 

Marge Champion—5 feet !!/, inches, 
brown hair and eyes, weight 102—got an 
early start on her dancing career by being 
born the daughter of Ernest Belcher, Los 
Angeles ballet master. She became a stu- 
dent at his school, as well as daughter at 
his hearthside, at the age of three. Grow- 
ing up, she danced in stage productions 
of "Blossom Time," "Student Prince,"’ other 
standards, and furnished the personal pat- 
terns for Walt Disney's ‘Snow White'’ and 
his Blue Fairy in "Pinnochio." She added 
New York stage musicals to round out a 
now completely cultivated experience. 
They're Real Champions 

Gower Champion, who came by that 
name naturally, odd as that may seem, in 
Geneva, Illinois, didn't get to Los Angeles 
until he was two years old, which still was 
early enough for him to pick up his 3-R 
education in Los Angeles public schools— 
as did Marge Belcher also—and his Terp- 
sichorean training at the Belcher school of 
dance. 

Although the two met as co-students of 
the Belcher school, they went different 


ways, Marge along the path outlined 
above, and Gower to win a dance contest 
at the Cocoanut Grove and a professional 
partnership with the distaff winner of the 
same (referred to historically simply as 
Jeanne) which carried the two of them to 
fame in night club circles (Rainbow Room, 
Waldorf, etc.) and ended only when war 
called him to his country's armed service. 

War ended, Gower returned to Los 
Angeles, and to the Belcher school, where 
his career again crossed Miss Belcher's. 
They merged in 1947. 

The Gowers were first seen on the screen, 
and quite briefly, in ‘Mr. Music,"’ a Para- 
mount picture starring another Cocoanut 
Grove graduate named Bing Crosby. Then 
MGM took them over for "Show Boat," 
"Lovely to Look at and "Everything | 
Have Is Yours." MGM knows—witness Fred 
Astaire, Gene Kelly, Cyd Charisse, Eleanor 
Powell—how to make the most of dancers. 


Parents Professionals 


Mitzi Gaynor was born in Chicago of a 
musical-director father (Henry ~~ and 
a dancer mother (Pauline Fisher) and got 
started on her way to fame as a ballerina 
when an aunt who taught ballet began 
teaching her the rudiments a little past 
five, coming down to earnest training when 
she reached eight. She is 5 feet 6 inches, 
brown-haired, hazel-eyed, and weighs 112. 

Miss Gaynor's childhood was spent in 
Chicago and Detroit, with the family mov- 
ing to Hollywood in time for her to attend 
LeConte Junior High before moving on 
into the Powers Professional High School. 
She was only 14 when she danced a comedy 
role in the Los Angeles Light Opera Com- 
pany production of "Roberta." This was 
followed by roles in "The Fortune Teller," 
"Song of Norway" and other works in kind, 
in Los Angeles and also, eventually, in 
Philadelphia and the other Eastern fonts 
of culture. 

Twentieth Century-Fox gave Miss Gay- 
nor her first screening in "My Blue 
Heaven,"" with Betty Grable and Dan 
Dailey as talent to travel with, and has 
used her since in "Take Care of My Little 
Girl," "Golden Girl," "Down Among the 
Sheltering Palms,'’ ''The | Don't Care Girl," 
"We're Not Married" and 'Bloodhounds 
of Broadway." 


From Same Performance 


In view of the fact that the Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and Sciences last 
March voted her an Oscar for her per- 
formance in "Streetcar Named Desire," 
Kim Hunter may be expected to register 
surprise verging upon shock at this notifica- 
tion that the nation's exhibitors have named 
her a Star-of-Tomorrow. But the actually 
uncontradictory facts seem to be that the 
same performance won her both distinc- 
tions, for she had created no great box 
office stir in "Tender Comrade," "Seventh 
Victim" and other earlier pictures in which 
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she appeared between stage plays, yet 
demonstrated genuine drawing power in 
the subsequent "Deadline U.S.A." Her 
real name is Janet Cole, she was born in 
Detroit November 12, 1922, and is a 5 foot 
4 inch, brown-haired, hazel-eyed 115- 
pounder. 


Rock Hudson in London 


Rock Hudson, whose real name is Roy 
Fitzgerald, will hear this news about his 
career in London, where he's working in 
"Toilers of the Sea" on loan-out from 
his contract studio, Universal-International, 
where his talent has been developed over 
a stretch of some 17 pictures in about 
three years.

agent who got him a contract with Raoul 
Walsh which U-] bought up, with the c-n- 
sequences indicated by the poll.

Danny Thomas, who writes his own ma- 
terial, could whip up quite a routine about 
how come a tip-top night-club personality 
of long standing who is also among tho 
tip-topmost television stars of the nationa 
networks can wind up, at 38, in tenth place 
among the Stars-of-Tomorrow. But he'd bo 
kidding. For a lifetime spent in show busi- 
ness—he started as a child—bostows the 
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knowledge that the entertainment media 
are not universally interchangeable, and 
that hits scored in one do not necessarily 
pile up runs in another. Although the 
serious-minded comedian (5 feet 11 inches, 
black-eyed, brown-haired, 173 mike-side) 
got in some effective performances in

Following the sale Mr. Hughes in a 
statement issued by his public rela- 
tions representative said the buyers 
had assured him that they intend to 
produce and distribute “top grade 
product for exhibition in motion pic- 
ture theatres.” The new controlling 
owners supplemented this with the 
statement that, “We expect to con- 
tinue to produce motion pictures as a 


major studio operation. . . . At this 
time we have no intention of releasing 
any of the studio’s stock of films for 
the use of television.” 


A Hughes spokesman also confirmed re 
ports that Mr. Hughes had agreed that “if 
he is called upon by RKO, he will loan the 
company $8,000,000." 

The sale, completed after eight weeks of 
rumored negotiation during which time Mr 
Hughes issued several flat denials that he 
would sell, is believed to have been precipi 
tated by Mr. Hughes’ preoccupation with his 
$90,000,000 airplane and air weapon manu- 
facturing plant in Arizona. The actual sign- 
ing took place at 1:30 Monday morning in 
Mr. Hughes’ carefully guarded private bun 
galow in back of the 3everly Hills Hotel, 
within minutes of a deadline set by the 
purchasers. 

Mr. Stolkin’s associates in the syndicate 
are his father-in-law A. L. Koolish of Chi- 
cago; Edward Burke, Ray Ryan and Robert 
S. Hays who are also associated with him in 
Texas oil and cattle; and Sherrill Corwin, 
west coast exhibitor. 

In their statement the syndicate members 
said: 

“We expect to continue to produce mo- 
tion pictures as a major studio operation. 
We believe a number of substantial econo 
mies can be effected, and at the same time, 
we expect to add to the present staff, the 
ablest management and _ talent available.

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Reds Refuse 
To Return 

ve Nye 
Five Films 

The Soviet Union has flatly refused to 
return the prints of five American motion 
pictures which were seized in 1945 as 
“trophies” of war, according to a report 
released by the Motion Picture Export 
Association. At the same time the USSR 
indicated that it would use the films as it 
saw fit. 

rhe Kremlin’s stand was contained in 
an official note from the Soviet Foreign 
Office, transmitted to the State Department 
through the American Embassy in Moscow 
It was the first official reaction to a series 
of vigorous protests on the films’ seizure 
lodged by the State Department at the 
request of Eric Johnston, president of the 
MPEA 

The films involved are “Meet John Doe,” 
“Viva Villa,’ “Mr. Smith Goes to Wash- 
ington,” “The Three Musketeers” and “Mr 
Deeds Goes to Town” Four other Holly- 
wood features, also known to have been 
seized by the Russians but not mentioned 
in the note, include “Romeo and Juliet,” 
“The Crowd Roars,” ‘““The Man in the Iron 
Mask” and “The Story of Louis Pasteur.” 
Two of the films are reported to have 
been reedited and distorted for anti-Amer- 
ican propaganda purposes. 

The Soviet note read in part: “The copies 
ot the five motion pictures were acquired 
as trophies by soldiers of the Soviet army 
after the defeat of the German-Fascist 
troops at Berlin in 1945. Consequently, 
the request made to transfer the indicated 
motion picture films to American motion 
picture companies is unfounded.” 


Motion Picture Pioneers 
Raise Initiation Fee 


Directors of the Motion Picture Pioneers 
have voted to increase the membership ini- 
tiation fee from $10 to $25 and the ticket 
price for the Jubilee Dinner from $15 to 
$20, Jack Cohn, president, announced this 
week in New York. The increases, said 
Mr. Cohn, are being put into effect “with 
reluctance” but are necessary because of 
rising costs of hotel charges and overhead 
expense. The 1952 Jubilee Dinner will be 
held at the Hotel Astor November 25.

A spokesman for Dancer, Fitzgerald and 
Sample, advertising agents who handle 
much of the huge General Mills account, 
running into many millions of dollars, said 
at the recent TOA convention in Wash- 
ington, that he could foresee the time when 
such a commercial sponsor might put sev- 
eral million dollars into a ‘'Movietime" 
tieup, nation-wide, to distribute samples of 
his products and guest tickets to theatres, 
on a cooperative basis. It would be no 
more than local managers accomplish in 
iheir own situations, multiplied to the 
dimensions of a national campaign. 

We've been anticipating, and gently 
prodding,. the possibility that General 
Foods Corporation, with an advertising ap- 
propriation of twenty-seven million dollars 
a year, might be sold the idea of a nation- 
wide tieup with theatres—for such a com- 
bination as Roy Rogers and ''Wheaties," 
or whatever—on a basis that would be 
exactly the same as the one effected by 
the local manager with his local merchants, 
multiplied to national figures.

q awarded annually to the two theatre 
managers or theatre publicity men whose 
exploitation and promotion campaigns are 
adjudged best throughout the year, one in 
smaller stiuations, where the manager is 
“on his own'—the other in larger cities, 
where there may be circuit cooperation. 


Every three months a committee of 
judges will appraise the campaigns sub- 
mitted by contestants during the preced- 
ing quarter period and select two show- 
men to receive the Quarterly Awards for 
outstanding achievement. The next seven 
best will receive Scrolls of Honor. Cita- 
tions of Merit will be awarded to forty 
theatre men whose work is outstanding. 


Consistency of effort is of paramount 
importance. Single submissions are less 
likely to win awards, which are made on 
the premise of sustained effort, but these 
may have news value in the Round Table. 

No fancy entries are necessary. Costly 
and time-wasting "gingerbread" decora- 
tion are not encouraged.

In addition to exploitation on feature 
pictures, entries may be made on short 
subjects, serials, stage shows, or institu- 
tional and civic promotions.

Evidence proving authenticity of each 
entry should be submitted, such as photos, 
tear sheets, programs, heralds, etc. 


The Round Table cannot undertake to 
prepare campaign books for submission to 
the judges from material sent in without 
assembly at the source. 


The Quigley Awards make no distinc- 
tion for size of theatre or community except 
the two classifications above. The judges 
make full allowance for individual show- 
manship displayed by comparing budgets, 
newspaper facilities and assistance from 
distributing companies.

In addition to the awards mentioned, 
special Certificates of Merit will be 
awarded quarterly and annually to show- 
men from outside the United States and 
Canada. The campaigns submitted by the- 
atre men abroad which are deemed of 
special merit shall be included in the annual 
competition.

is a soundly planned program of trade adver- 

tising. Without that, no exhibitor can be 

blamed for lacking in excitement over pictures 
which are offered to him virtually “cold”. 


It is obvious that the extent of a distributor’s 
confidence in product he has available is gen- 
erally indicated by either the telling—or lack 
of telling about it—in trade paper messages. 

There never was a greater need for good 
product. There never was a greater interest 
among exhibitors to know about the product 
they should plan to obtain and exploit. There 
never was a keener readership of trade paper 
messages. 

Requisites for successful motion picture 
trade paper advertising of good product are: 
(1) Start it soon enough; (2) Make it effective- 
ly proclaim the box-office values of the pic- 
ture; (3) Publish a sufficient continuity of 
sales messages to impress and remind. 

Soundly planned trade advertising is the 
basic telling that leads to successful selling. 
Its cost is dimes that bring dollars. It is the 
vital spark for the power that produces great- 
est results! 
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
